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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Receipt of amendment with terminal disclaimer filed September 17, 2004 is 
acknowledged. Claims 1-21 are pending, of which claims 8, 10, 12, 13, 15 and 19 are 
amended. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed September 17, 2004 is improper for the following 
reasons: 

The application/patent being disclaimed has been improperly identified since the 
number used to identify the application being disclaimed is incorrect. The correct 
number is US Patent application number 10/050,249. Furthermore, the terminal 
disclaimer lacks designated ownership, and the attorney is not of record. 

2. Enclosed with this Office action is a sample terminal disclaimer which is effective 
to overcome a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection over a pending 
application (37 CFR 1 .321 (b) and (c)). 

Also enclosed is a sample Statement Under 37 CFR 3.73(b) (Form PTO/SB/96) 
which an assignee may use in order to ensure compliance with the rule. Part A of the 
Statement is used when there is a single assignment from the inventor(s). Part B of the 
Statement is used when there is a chain of title. The "Copies of assignments..." box 
should be checked when the assignment document(s) (set forth in part A or part B) 
is/are not recorded in the Office, and a copy of the assignment document(s) is/are 
attached. When the "Copies of assignments..." box is checked, either the part A box or 

the part B box, as appropriate, must be checked, and the "Reel , Frame " 

entries should be left blank. If the part B box is checked, and copies of assignments are

Double Patenting 



3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
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and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long/, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

4. Claims 1-14 and 19 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 
of copending Application No. 10/050,249 in view of KAWANO et al (US 6,404,131). 
Claims 1-14 and 19 of the present application no. 10/050,260 are similar to claims 1-20 
of co-pending application no. 10/050,249, except they do not claim light sources of 
different colors comprising a plurality of red, green, and blue light emitting diodes which 
are distributed such that no light sources of the same color lie in mutually adjoining 
cavities. 

5. Kawano et al. teach a plurality of light emitting diodes comprised of a plurality of 
red, green and blue light emitting diodes (column 12, lines 32 to 34) which are 
distlibuted such that no light sources of the same color lie in mutually adjoining cavities 
(figures 14 to 17, 19, 20). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to provide the light sources of claims 1-14 and 19 of 
copending application '260 with the light sources comprised of red, green and blue light 
emitting diodes which are distributed such that no light sources of the same color lie in 
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mutually adjoining cavities, as shown by Kawano et al., in order to provide desired 
color(s) at a uniform brightness throughout the area of the light emission surface. 
This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7, 10-15 and 18-21 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of these claims under 35 USC 102 
and 1 03 with respect to at least KAWANO et al (US 6,404,1 31 ) has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 15-18, 20 and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
